Wistaria Town’ Rose Parade 
Float To Be Made Reality By 
Town’s Cooperative Spirit 
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Entry In Great Spectacle As¬ 
sured By Interest Shown 
By Hundreds 

All doubt about the appearance 
of a "Wistaria Town” float In 
the New Year’s Rose Tournament 
was dispelled this week when it 
was reported that scores of pub¬ 
lic spirited citizens had shown a 
substantial interest in the project 
by the planting of lavender col¬ 
ored sweet peas and stocks, and 
that many more planned to do so 
within the next few days. 

"Women throughout the city 
have gone whole heartedly Into 
the thing and I know we are go¬ 
ing to have a gorgeous float, for 
representatives of all the organi¬ 
zations seem really deeply inter¬ 
ested in having Sierra Madre fit¬ 
tingly represented in the world’s 
most wonderful spectacle," said 
Mrs. Fletcher White, president of 
the Woman’s Club, after a meet¬ 
ing of representatives of the 
various civic organizations yes¬ 
terday. 

“From what we learned today 
of the number of people who have 
and are going to plant the neces¬ 
sary flowers there seems no doubt 
but that the city will have a float 
in the New Year’s parade of 
which every true Sierra Madrean 
may Justly feel proud,” said 
Chief W. D. Richards, of the 
Fire Department. "Of course,” he 
added, "more than 50,000 blooms 
will be required and that is a lot 
of flowers. But I believe our peo¬ 
ple are public spirited enough and 
have enough interest in their city 
to see that they are forthcoming.” 

“It’s the old story of many 
hands make little labor,” said 
President Clarence Huntsinger of 
the Kiwanis Club, "and the re¬ 
ports we received today indicate 
that there are enough willing 
hands to see that our city is 
properly represented in the great 
New Year's spectacle. It is 
merely a matter of a little co¬ 
operation—and that seems as¬ 
sured beyond all question.” 

"I feel like giving three cheers 
over the wonderful reports we re¬ 
ceived of the interest and activity j 
the people are showing in the 
undertaking,” said President J. S. 
Billheimer of the Chamber of 
Commerce as he came out of the 
meeting. “You can safely say 
now that Sierra Madre will not 
only have a float in the Rose 
Tournament, but one that will 
make the chest of every loyal 
citizen swell with pride.” 

“It has demonstrated beyond 
question that we have the real 
, community spirit here in abun- 
, dance and that the Sierra Madre 
entry will be a gorgeous affair," 
said Postmaster R. O. Caukln, 
who was delegated to represent 
the American Legion at yester¬ 
day's meeting. “The big thing,” 
he added, "is to get the sweet 
pea seed into the ground at 
once. The more flowers the more 
magnificent the float.” 

Tentative plans, to conform 
with the 1936 Tournament theme, 
call for a replica of the wistaria 
covered arbor at the east en¬ 
trance to the Fennel home on 
Scenic Point, where the giant 
blossoms hang low. The entry 
will probably be the most unique 
in the vast procession of beauty 
in that it will be the work of 
the community, sponsored by the 
city as a whole rather than by 
* any single organization or so¬ 
ciety, and representing the indi¬ 
vidual efforts of hundreds of per¬ 
sons. 

Indicative of this spirit, Mr. 
Billheimer announced that he 
would donate the services of the 
largest truck of the Sierra Madre 
Lumber company so that the 
float might be built firmly upon 
the truck bed instead of being 
constructed on carpenter's horses 
and transferred to the truck 
later. This, he said, would insure 
safety to the bevy of fair Sierra 
Madre girls who will ride beneath 
the pergola. Also Mr. Billheimer 
promised the use of his lighted 
truck shed for decoration of the 
float on the night before the 
parade, as well as a financial do¬ 
nation. 

Fire Chief Richards said his , 
men had shown uncommon inter- | 
est in the undertaking and had 
authorized him to offer their 
services in decorating the float as 
well as some financial assistance.

Closing O f 
Plaza Home 
Threatened 

October 8 Deadline Fixed For 
Securing Of Funds To 
Continue Operation 

Unless the Sierra Madre Child¬ 
ren’s Home of the Plaza Com¬ 
munity Center can raise $6,000 to 
pay off institutional debts before 
October 8 th, the home will be 
finally closed and the children 
now enjoying the healthful and 
wholesome foothill environment of 
Sierra Madre will be returned to 
Los Angeles. The Plaza organi¬ 
zation, a Community Chest 
agency designed to aid homeless 
American Mexican children, re¬ 
cently voted to close the 11 -year 
old local home imediately, but 
Miss Elsie Gibson, manager of 
the home, persuaded committee¬ 
men at a meeting in Los Angeles 
Tuesday afternoon to grant a stay 
of execution. 

The children of the home, all of 
whom are a credit to the town 
because of their fine betiavoir and 
frequent outstanding talents, met 
the announcement with the keen¬ 
est disappointment. They all at- 
end school here or in Pasadena, 1 
and many have grown up in the 
community, and their only young 
friends live here. 

"So, on the charity perhaps of 
one person, or through the kind¬ 
ness of several, depends the fu¬ 
ture of these youngsters," states 
Miss Gibson in a plea to the pub¬ 
lic for assistance. "We feel,” she 
added, "that the people of Sierra 
Madre deserve an explanation 
concerning our home, as we make 
such a plea . . . 

"The work up here is one 
branch of the work carried on by 
the Plaza Community Center. One 
large source of revenue has Just 
been cut off, and the clinic and 
other welfare work will have to 
take a drastic cut. This makes It 
impossible for the Los Angeles 
office to make up any budget 
deficiency for the Home, or as¬ 
sist with any property payments 
Regular money for the Children’s 
Home would continue to come in 
if it were possible for the home 
to remain open, but for some time 
our income has not been suffi¬ 
cient to cover our budget, and 
we have been faced with the con¬ 
tinual strain of paying off inter¬ 
est rather than principal ...” 

Stating that there have already 
been several generous offers of 
aid from Sierra Madreans, Miss 
, Gibson asks that all offers be 
made in writing so that a defi- 
, nite count might be made. All 
pledges would be regarded as 
tentative, as no money would be 
acecpted until final decision has 
been made. 

Registration Of 
Unemployed Here 
Stops; 70 On Lists 

With only slightly more than 70 
unemployed Sierra Madre regis¬ 
tered during the several weeks of 
its existence, the Sierra Madre 
branch of the L. A. County La¬ 
bor Coordinating Bureau was 
discontinued indefinitely this 
week, according to City Business 
Manager A1 Myers and Dan 
Lewis, City Hall directors of the 
bureau. 

It is thought probable that the 
bureau will be reopened to regis¬ 
ter local men and women on 
WPA projects when the govern¬ 
ment's work relief program ac¬ 
tually gets underway. 


Sierra Madreans eligible for aid 
under the new State old age se¬ 
curity act will be given the op¬ 
portunity to register at the local 
City Hall Tuesday and Wednes¬ 
day afternoons, September 24 and 
25, from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

Registrars, under direction of 
Mrs. A. Ruggie, Welfare Director 
of the Alhambra district, will in¬ 
terview the applicants, who are 
requested to read the article con¬ 
cerning proper application for the 
old age pension which appeared 
in THE NEWS September 13, in 
order to facilitate registration. 

On the first day of applications 
Monday, some 10,000 aged per¬ 
sons applied for aid to the County 
Charities Department, it was an¬ 
nounced by Director of Charities 
Rex Thompson. It is expected that 
some 16,000 will be registered as 
the additional eligibles on relief 
are added to the rolls. 

Martin Puts 
5 Points Up 
To Governor 

Lawmaker Pleads For Con¬ 
sideration Of Special Sub¬ 
jects By Legislature 

Anticipating that Governor Mer- 
riam will summon the California 
Legislature In extraordinary ses¬ 
sion shortly after the first of the 
year, Assemblyman Frank G. Mar¬ 
tin, of this district has written 
the executive urging the inclu¬ 
sion of five subjects in the proc¬ 
lamation calling the law-makers 
to meet, since only subjects set 
forth in the official call may be 
considered at a special session. 

Martin proposes that additional 
funds for unemployment be pro¬ 
vided, that a plan be devised re¬ 
quiring reduction in State operat¬ 
ing costs, that a simplified system 
of taxation be worked out, that 
plans be made for the holding of 
a state constitutional convention, 
and that revenue be found for 
the construction of a first offend¬ 
ers prison in Southern California 
to relieve the deplorable over¬ 
crowded condition of existing ! 
prisons and to relieve a similar : 
condition in state hospitals for the ; 
insane. In his letters to the Gov- | 
ernor, Martin said, in part: 

“In view of this prospective 
special session may I respectfully | 
offer the following suggestions as 
to the matters which I feel should ! 
receive attention at the special i 
session, and which I hope you will 
include in your call : 

"1. To provide additional funds 
to m<^et unemployment needs for 
the second year of the current bi¬ 
ennium; and to provide for raising 
more revenue for the general fund 
of the State Treasury to meet the 
requirements of the government— 
calling for levying additional 
taxes. 

"2. Institute definite plans and 
constructive ways and means to 
economize ' in State government, 
all along the line, so far as lies 
within the power and province of 
the Legislature to economize and 
to simplify the departments and 
functions of the State govern¬ 
ment, and retain the 5 per cent 
tax limitation of the Riley-Stewart 
Plan. 

"3. I believe a definite, con¬ 
structive beginning should be 
made toward evolving for the 
state a simplified system of tax¬ 
ation .with as few types of taxes 
as possible—equitable taxes, thinly

46 NEW FACES 
AMONG GRAMMAR 
SCHOOL PUPILS 

With decreased enrollments, 
which are expected to rise up to 
last year’s level as residents re¬ 
turn from late vacations, Sierra 
Madre and Pasadena schools 
opened Monday despite the de¬ 
cidedly summery weather. At the 
grammar school here registration 
dropped from 383 to 371, though 
there were 46 new pupils. At 
St. Rita’s Parochial school there 
are 85 enrolled. Wilson Junior 
high in Pasadena this year has 
902 students registered, and PJC 
elrollment stands at 3,784, having 
dropped from 3,833. 

At the local grammar school, 
pupils found as ideal conditions 
as any student body in the Na¬ 
tion found as this year’s school 
comenced. The- grounds have been 
beautified by still more ornamen¬ 
tal shrubbery and flowers. The 
rooms have been redecorated, in 
varying pastel shades to com¬ 
pletely do away with the old fash¬ 
ioned institutional drabness and 
depressing uniformity. The teach¬ 
ing staff remains the same as 
j last year.

Projects Go 
Before WPA 

Ask Funds For New Water 
Lines, Removal Of Trees, 
Churchill Road Paving 

Three Sierra Madre improve¬ 
ment projects for unemployment 
| relief were under consideration of 
j Federal Emergency Administra- 
i tion of Public Works as WPA 
! projects this week, according to 
Dan H. Lewis, assistant city 
business manager. Decision on the 
jobs, which call for a total Fed- 
l oral allocation of $33,994, is ex- 
j pected in the near future. 

Most important of the sug¬ 
gested projects is a $23,808 job 
! calling for development of the 
I city spreading grounds and 
settling basins, replacment of mis- 
| cellaneous water lines, and laying 
j of water distribution mains on 
j Central avenue west of Baldwin, 

! in the city's water system. On 
! this project labor costs are estl- 
' mated at $15,050, and other 
' costs including materials, $8,758. 

For the removal of all of the 
city's dangerous trees and dead 
! branches it is proposed that the 
WPA furnish $1,480 for labor, and 
$1,004 for materials. 

The Churchill Road paving pro- 
| ject, long awaited by Marlbough 
Terrace residents and taxpayers, 
would see the resurfacing of all 
streets in the Marlborough Ter¬ 
race area at once, estimated to¬ 
tal cost is $7,702 of which $5,800 
would be for labor.

I N accordance with "Constitu¬ 
tion Day” our guevt speaker 
on Tuesday was Frank 
Barry of Los Angeles and his 
subject was “The Constitution” 
As a background to his talk he 
reviewed briefly the facts that 
the colonies felt they were more 
competent to make their own 
laws, so declared their independ¬ 
ence in 1776, feeling that they 
should have the right of Life, 
Liberty and the Pursuit of Hap¬ 
piness. Originally there were but 
seven articles, four years later 
ten more articles were added, 
which were called “The Bill of 
Rights," which set forth more 
specifically the rights and privi¬ 
leges of the people. 

Mr. Barry emphasized that the 
fifth article was the active one, 
the life giving article to the Con¬ 
stitution and he pointed out tha 
civilizaion does not keep step 
with the Constitution, but Instead 
the Constitution keeps step with 
us and is flexible enough to do 
so. Even though it Is one hundred 
forty-eight years since the ratifi¬ 
cation, it is still just as sound and 
flexible as to meet the needs of 
today 100 percent. 

Mr. Gladstone once stated that 
it is the greatest work of man. 

As years pass along and there 
seems a need for a specific 
change, it is accomplieshd by ad¬ 
ding a Constitutional Amendment 
—so far 21 Amendment have 
been added—the latest one being 
in 1933.

Francis 
Orellana, a companion of the ad¬ 
venturer Pizarro, wrote a ficti¬ 
tious acount of a wonderful pro- 
I vince in South America, of a fa¬ 
bulous region of delightful clime 
and never-fading verdure, abound¬ 
ing in gold and precious stones, 

, where wine gushed forth from 
never-ceasing springs, and wheat 
fields grew ready-baked loaves of 
bread, and birds already roasted 
flew among the trees, and na¬ 
ture was filled with harmony and 
sweetness. From this description, 
i a gold-bearing belt was called El 
Dorado, as in later days it has 
been called Klondike. So, when 
the discovery of gold by James 
W. Marshall at Coloma in Janu¬ 
ary, 1848, became known to the 
world, California, and particularly 
that part ,where gold was dis¬ 
covered, was called “El Dorado,” 
and it was from this fact that 
county was given its name upon 
its creation. 

The county embraces 1,111,680 
acres, the El Dorado National 
Forest covering 251,800, while to¬ 
tal timber lands have an acreage 
of 586,645. For approximately 40 
miles the topography changes, 
ascending to 10,020 feet at Pyra¬ 
mid Peak, then sloping to an al¬ 
titude of 6225 feet at the Ne¬ 
vada line.

SUCCESS WITH SWEET PEAS 

By Jessie Ward Russell, Landscape Gardener 

S OME CARE must be taken to plant sweet pea seed so that 
you will have results . . . Spade up a trench 18 inches 
deep and the width of your spade. In the bottom of the 
trench put about three inches of pulverized cow manure, then 
some dirt to mix with it, then more manure and more dirt 
until the trench is filled to within about three inches of the 
top. Now dig with a trowel a small trench about one inch 
deep in the center of the prepared soil in which to drop the 
seed. 

The seed should be planted about one to two inches apart 
and covered with one inch of soil. The seed should have been
